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BRYAN'S CANTON SPEECH IN FUU

Canton. 0., Oct 15.— Mryor Jones of 
Toledo and fonnor Attorney General 
Monoett Joined tho party ou the : iH 
dal train of William J. Bryan h.-ort 
It loft Akron liy invitation of M 
Bryan. It ia undei»tood Mayor Junes 
will accompany the presidential candi- 
date on bl8 New York tour. 

Mr. Bryan spent the night in hla 
Blcpping car aiul did not emerge for 
almost an hour after the train had 
pnll«d oat of the Akron staUoa at 
o'clock. The first stopinng point was 
at Canton. This place was on the 
Itinerary only conditionally, and when 
Mr. Byan was told that he could have 
a stop there of five ulnutos If he so 
desired, ho roplip.l ^imply that wheihi i 
he would speak or not ahould depend 
upon whether theto was a «rowd. at 
the statiOB. ^ 

Mr. Bryan had Just sat down to 
breakfast when Canton was rcafhcd 
As the train drew into Canton there 
were cheers and a goodly crowd was 
there to meet Mr. Bryan. He was ro 
ctived with cheers and made a flvi 
minute Bpopch, refMriog pleaaantly to 
the president. 

Following to the fall text of Mr. 
Bryan's Canton speech: I liplirve that, 
thto atop Is not on the program and I 
Ml only here for a moment. You are 
■O accustomed here to eee presidential 
candidates that another candidate is 
no curiosity. I suppose somn of you io 
1896 voted for your home candidate as 
a matter of local pride, but now you 
can say that Canton la the home of a 
preatdent and If the election goes our 
way it will always be the home of an 
ex-presldent, be<au£e the title "ex" Is 
oni> of those permanent titles that a 
man never loses. If any one insists 
that a man deserrea a second term yo.i 
can reply that one term is enough 
whete a president does well and too 
much wliere he does not do well. You 
have here in your city a cannon, I be- 
liare, that was presented you aa a 
trophy of the war. It was tho cuistoii) 
in earlier days (or cannons to bear mot 
tOM and your cannon haa laierlbed 
upon It "Man ultima ratio regium. 
^ich means that "war is the la«t ro- 
Bort of king.s." Charles Sumner in liis 
oration on the true character of ua- 
tlrai MImad «t Boatoti July 4, 1844 
refarred to this motto and said. "Let 
It be no resort of this n-pulilic." i 
hope tlint you will not moroly from the 
possession oif that cannon be led to be- 
lieve that war Is a thing to be desired 
It ought to be further av\ay from a re- 
public even than from a monar«hy, be- 
cause in a monarchy the g >vernment 
reats upon force and has frequent oc- 
casion to resort to fOrce. A king Is 
not always roslraimd by those con 
slderations which would restrain the 
people of a republic. In a coantry 
like tbia where th« government rests 
upon the consent of the governed and 
where Justice Is the rule liotwoen this 
government and other governments as 
aa betwam the people there ought 
ts be leaa necessity for war. In fact 1 
bellev'e that if this nation will stand 
upon its rights and bo as careful to re- 
spect the rli^ts of other people as it 
la to defend its owq, there would be 
little use for war. If this nation will 
obey the commandment, "Thou shalt 
not steal," it will have little ditflculty 
in enforcing that commandment in 
thoee places where this nation Is a 
protector. The American idea of a 
protectorate Is different from the Eu- 
ropean idea. Und<.>r a European pro- 
taotorMe Ike protector plunders the 
pfoteicted. According to our theory 
the protector has to give the strength 
of the pr9tector to Its wards without 
making the war the victim of the pro- 
tector and so we believe in the far 
away Philippines that this nation can 
be protector as it has been In the 
South American republics and without 
•OTemlBff the people ourselves. We 
•an aajr to the world "Hands off and 
let that republic live and work out ItJ 
destiny." That Is our theory, and we 
feel that it U a aigniflcaot fact that 
the Republican party haa planted it- 
self upon the European d'X'trine that 
you must own a country in order to be 
Of service to it at the same time that 
It plapta itaelt upon the European 
eolOBlal Idea. You will probably find 
in your town a few people who will 
support the Republican idea of the 
colonial policy, but 1 suggest that when 
you find a Republican who is willing 
to support the colonial Idea, you ask 
bin to show hia sincerity by seudiag 



a petition to the president asking him 

to apologize to Groat Britain for the 
trouble we made her bofore wo learned 
of the blessings of this colonial sys 
tem, for if the Republican party 
right today in administering colonies 
taxing them without roprosonfation uu 
governing fhoni without their con.sont 
then the colonials were wrong 1 
years ago when they aaaerted that 
these principles were wrong. We are 
in Ohio for a few days and I am glad to 
have a chance to present our side of 
this question to the people of Ohio, and 
I trust that when the election is held 
the results will show that even In 
Ohio dosi)ito the local Influence, do 
spite tho residence of the president and 
the residence of the chairman of the 
Republican national ooBunittee. the 
retuma will Bbow that In a great con 
test between the Buropeaa idea of 
force and the American doctrine of 
government by consent, Ohio will be 
on the aide of the United States in- 
stead of on the side of Europe. 

At Mineral Point there was also a 
brief stop which was not down on tho 
•ehedule. At this, place, Mr. Bryan 
introduced Mayor Jones and Mr. Mon 
cett as specimens of the men who were 
being driven from the Republican 
Varty by its policies. 

At New Philadelphia Mr. Bryau 
cpoke 40 minutes and was followed by 
Maj'or Jones and Congressman Lentz. 
At Allian;;e Mr. M(jnne;t was intro- 
duced before Mr. Bryan. Other prio 
cipal points were Youngstown and 
Warren. Mr. Tryan clo.sed his Oh.o 
tour with an immense night meeting 
at Cleveland. 



Roosevelt In Kentucky. 
Lexington, Ky., Oct. 15.— Second 
only to the reception tendered to Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt at Louisville was that 
at this place, the first stop ot the day. 
The governor w.i.s given the closest at- 
tention. Governor Uoosevelt was In- 
troduced by ex-Congressman W. C. i'. 
Breckinridge, and ex-Comptroller M. 
J. Durham, who served during Cleve- 
land's first administration. A foalure 
of the demonstration was a parade in 
which were several hundred rough 
riders. The governor said in part. 
"In a sense, this to peculiarly a state 
contest in Kentucky, but no contest 'or 
the fundamental rights of manho. ! 
can be merely a state contest. Tlx 
most important of all is that you here 
in Kentucky should elect a represen- 
tative of good citizenship in your sta;o, 
good citizenship in either party, und 
make ^erkes goveraMr, but you have 
also to elect your electoral vote, to 
elect your members of congress as last 
year you elo< tod a legislature to 
choose a senator and saw a legislature 
that had not been elected choose a 
difforent scMiator and there the nation 
comes in witli its rights. • • • Tli 
danger of hnperiallam In this countr 
cornea from ourselves it we go wrong. 
Never will we see our government fall 
unless we connive at and con lono the 
outrages upon the ballot, that coriiip 
tion of the franchise wiiicli puts in 
power against the will of the people 
those who Bit In oflce and deprive the 
ofHce of the men honestly entitled to 
sit there. 1 want to speak oepecially 
to those Democrats who still remain 
imder the influence of a party name, 
that has lost all lU eignlfloance. At 
present your leaders are persuadin 
you to follow them on the ground that 
they have cheated In your interest. 
Your party leaders who cheat for your 
Interests if It agrees with tbelr inter- 
ests, will cheat you as they have cheat- 
ed foes before."

High in mining cir< les, the cud of the 
atrike to not expected for some timu 
and then only by the, men giving in. 
The operators will stand by the hist 
offer and say they will not increase ii. 

Superinteudt nt Lalhrop of the Le- 
high Valley company said: "The op- 
eratora will not agree to continue the 
payment of the 10 per cent increase 
for any fixed time. The other demand, 
abolishing the sliding scale, does not 
apply to this region, although the Le- 
high Valley company has aome col- 
lieries in the I.>ehigh and Schuylkill re- 
gion which pay by that system. Here 
the men arc paid by the oar. The op- 
erators say, however, that the question 
ot the scale waa not dlacaaaed at any 
meeting of the operators, and it is im- 
possible to say what they would do 
about It. The Impression Is that the 
operators would not object greatly to 
trying a new system of payment As 

to arLitratlon, the opomtors aio ul 
terly opposed to it, and will retiise it 
in any form. They are willing to tal' 
up any -grlevancea with their men. but 
they have always been so, and this is 
no change. .Markle's exii.'rionee with 
arbitration, they say, has shown them 
the folly of trying it because it is al 
together one-sided. Despite the fa«;t 
that each of Markle's 2,500 employes 
had signed a contract to submit to ar- 
bitration any grievances they had, 
they all went on strike at President 
Mitchell's order, without attempting 
arbitration. The operaton declare au 
agreement to arbitrate would lie bind- 
ing to one side only; that they would 
be held to it and the men would not."

neat to pay 10 per eent.

Judge Cantrill overruled the motion 
for <..ntinuance and said that all the 
ri,i;his ol the defendants would be pre- 
served under the law. 

Colonel Crawford asked that the 
phj aii i.ins he alhnved to testii'y to the 
condition ol tiie d( u ndant. On that 
motion Dr. Carrick said Youtsey waa 
weaker and no better. While Dr. 
Knox waa testifying the door of Yout- 
sey 's room opened and lie <ould b*' 
heard groaning and sobbing hysteric- 
ally. Judge Cantrill said he had noi 
discretion in the matter and that the 
trial must proceed. The common- 
wealth was given until 2 p. in. to say 
whether it would object to allowing 
Youtsey to remain In the Jury room 
during the rtial. 

On convening aft»>r noon the court 
said it hai! no dis<-retion in the iiialtor 
and unless counsel would agree he 
would have to rule that Youtsey muflt 
actually be present in court. No agree- 
ment could be reached and at 2:30 
Youtsey was brought to llie d >or of 
the court room on his bed and the 
door left open. 

The defense asked that James How- 
ard be brought from the Jail In Frank- 
fort to testify at 9 o eloi k Weili.esdsy 
morning on behalf of Youtsi y. 

Cow Ditched h Train. 
Vincenncs, Ind., Oct. 15.— South- 
bound freight on Evansville and Terre 
Haute struck a cow and was ditched 

near Purcell. Eight en cai s stai keil 
up and burned in a heap, four of ihein 
having oil tanks which ignited. H. M. 
C, a race horse belonging to Mr. Ken- 
ney of Evansville, was killed and Em- 
ma, another rarer belonging to Mr. 
Kinney had a leg broken and was shot. 
The charred body of R. B. Jerusalem, 
of VInoennes, formerly of Indianapolis, 
was fotmd In the wreck. Thomas En- 
right of Honder.son, Ky., had an arm 
broken and narrowly escaped death. 
James Alsop, New Harmony, Ind., had 
his breast crushed. It Is believed the 
body of the head brakeman, who to 
missing, Ii still In the wreck.

Chicago, Ol t. 15.— .\n op'-n switjh at 
Eighty-fifth street jirobably purposely 
oUspiaced, wrecked the New York and 
Boston express on the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern. Fireman H, J. 
Jerough uf Elkhart, ind., and an un- 
identified tramp were killed. No pas- 
sengers injured. Engine, two mall and 
two express cars piled in a heap but 
passenger coaches did not leave track. 
Four boya, suspected of having causoil 
the wreck were arrested. The boys, 
ranging in age from 9 to 11 years, deny 
that they wrecked the train, but one 
of them said he knew two boys who 
had stolen parts of the switches.

Washington, Oct. 15.— The supreme 
court granted motions advancing the 
Neely case and the cases Involving 
the question of the extension of th" 
constitution over the Philippines and 
Porto Rico to the second week In No- 
vember.
